The tew n of Manilla was shocked 
this 'm orning w'ren the news spread 
th at one of their most estimable c iti­ 
zens had soug ht to end his life by 
shooting himself with a pistol shortly 
after arising .

M. Tay lor arose as nsual 'at his home 
which is in connection with a g eneral 
store that he has conducted for y ears, 
and after dressing went down stairs 
and there at the bottom of the stairs 
fired a bullet from a 8 2 calibre revolve 
into bis head, the ball penetrating be­ 
tween 
tne ey es, 
rang ing 
upwards 
throug h 
the 
upper portion of the 
brain and coming out at the back of 
his head. 
Shortly after he had left the room 
his wife awoke and was just in the 
act of rising in her bed to look aronnd 
th e room when she heard a pistol shot 
ring out. 
Hurriedly she looked under 
the pillow where they usually kept a 
pistol and finding it missing , realized 
in an 
instant wnafc had occurred. 
With a scream she ran from the room 
and hastened down the stairs to find 
her husband ly ing in a pool of blood. 
She summoned help and had the dy ing 
man caried to a couch. 
When asked why he had committed 
such a 
deed, the only response he 
would g ive was: “ 1 aimed a little bit 
too hig h.** 
He has been despondent 
for some time, bui no definite cause 
is assig ned for his rash act. 
Several 
times today he has ex pressed himself, 
say ing that ho does not want to live. 
L ittle hope is entertained for his re­ 
covery and late this afternoon he was 
reported in a dy ing condition. 
The 
attending 
phy sicians nay he cannot 
live. 
Mr. Tay lor is 
fiftv-six 
y ears 
of 
ag e and has been in business in Ma­ 
nilla f i r over twenty five y ears; he 
was prom inent in Democratic politics 
and is an ex -trustee of Walker town 
ship.

Mr. Tay lor was horn in Memphis. 
Olark county , Indiana, January 10, 
$£ 52 
F or thirteen y ears he followed

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E who violates the law is not a 
Democrat; he is not a Repub­ 
lican; he is a crim inal/' said 
Joseph W. Folk In the begin­ 
ning of his career. Missouri lias adopt­ 
ed both Folk and his motto. The time 
Is certain to come—and the sooner the 
better—when the entire nation will also 
adopt the motto. Will it, too, adopt the 
m an? 
Dp till the time it tieeame plain that 
Bry an was In the field for a third nom­ 
ination Folk was one of the most prom­ 
ising Democratic candidates. Since then 
he has not permitted his friends to talk 
of him. Nevertheless Joseph W. Folk | 
is still a presidential possibility . 
No 
man who has done the work he has 
done and who has won the universal | 
esteem that he has won Is safe from 
political lightning. 
Folk 's fight on the graffers and his 
appeal to the conscience of the nation 
have won him a place in American his­ 
tory that will endure. 
To stand for 
moral advancement, to uphold private 
and public honesty , to break up a nest 
of crook s calling itself a political ma­ 
chine, to send rich and powerful crimi­ 
nals to Jail and to start an antigraft 
crusade that has spread throughout the 
country —to do these things is more 
than merely to be elected president. 
These are not the only achievements 
of Governor Folk . He has k illed the 
lobby in his state, has had the courage 
to enforce the Sunday closing and 


when only a 
trifle past thirtv-one. 
Then, to the amazement and chagrin 
of the bosses, he actually k ept his word 
and did his duty . 
He proved that at

The one thing needed by tb-s 
American people is to cease regarding 
a crook as a jok e, and the bigger the 
crook the bigger the jok e. There is too 
much truth in Tom Lawson’s indict­ 
ment of the people that they only 
stand and grin at the efforts to save 
them from their enemies. A crook is 
never a jok e: he is a menace. 
The 
battle against dishonesty is too real for 
badinage. 
The sense of humor is a 
good and wholesome thing so long as 
it does not descend to the frivolous and 
the flippant. 
There are times when 
laughter is out of place, when a grin 
reveals either a k nave or a fool. 
It is

Other antlsaloon laws and has gone far 
toward placing principle above policy 
In the political creed of Missouri. It is 
impossible to measure the effect of 
such a life. It is perhaps more power­ 
ful In its invisible results than in its 
visible ones. 
It is a leaven that leav­ 
ens the whole body politic. 
It is an 
ex ample that, unconsciously to them­ 
selves, shapes the thoughts ami lives 
of all who behold it. 
T hat this is literally true in the case 
of Folk is shown by the fact that, fol­ 
lowing his ex posure of corruption in 
St. Louis, similar crusades started In 
Minneapolis, San Francisco and other 
cities. 
The movement has only begun. 
It will go on till it has cleaused every 
city 
on the continent. 
The moral 
aw ak ening of this people comes slow­ 
ly , but it is coming as surely and irre­ 
sistibly as the sum m er and sunshine. 
Private greed cannot alway s win as 
against public good. 
Lies cannot al­ 
way s 
prevail 
against 
righteousness. 
Selfishness m ust some time give way 
to brotherhood. 
Graft, running the 
gam ut all the way from high finance 
to low politics, has about had its day 
in this country . 
The issue is one of 
plain honesty . 
Sooner or later stealing 
Is going to become unpopular. 
Ameri­ 
ca Is discovering a national conscience. 
Men of the Folk stam p are giving It 
voice. 
Did His Duty. 
Joseph W ingate Folk was born in 
Tennessee in 
1869 , graduated from 
V and ery it university , adm itted to the 
b a r a t thp age of twenty -one giq be; 
gan practice at bis h<jjne town of 
Brownsville, 
shortly 
afterw ar.l 
he 
w ent to the big town of his section, 
St. Louis, where he began as an un­ 
k nown 
country 
lawy er. 
For 
seven 
y ears he remained unk nown, but was 
gradually winning his way into a good 
practice. 
H aving been identified with 
some cases for the union labor people, 
the Democratic machine, needing a 
labor candidate, offered him the nomi­ 
nation for circuit attorney . 
At first 
Folk refused, but afterw ard consented 
to mak e the race, stipulating, however, 
that he proposed to “do his duty .” The 
bosses of course regarded this as a 
good jok e. 
All their candidates said 
the same, but when in office did the 
will of the machine. 
Despite great odds against him, Folk 
w as elected and took his oath of office

Heading 
that there was $75,000 in a certain de­ 
pository that members of the St. Louis 
house of delegates were try ing to get. 
he placed two and two together and 
concludtx l that a certain suburban rail­ 
way was try ing to buy the passage of 
a bill, t'alliug before him the million­ 
aire president and legislative agent, 
familiarly k nown as the k eeper of the 
“veilow dog/' Folk ask ed them as to 
til# facts. 
When they made denial, he 
convinced them that he k new the in­ 
side of the affair and gave them three 
day s to furnish the information de­ 
manded. 
If they refnsiHl, he would 
have them arrested and would prose­ 
cute them to the full ex tent of the law. 
At the end of tw o day s an ex -govem 
or of Missouri appeared for the rail- 
wi^h the story that his 
w;is sick . 
Folk was sorry , of 
course, but uubeiuling. 
The upshot 
was that the magnate awn$ his “y ellow 
dog” both went before the grantl jury 
and confessed. Then, by a magniflcen* 
sy stem of bluff and threats of arrest 
for two bank presidents, Folk , with 
three members of the grand Jury , saw 
the $75,000 corruption fund which had 
been deposited for safe k eeping and 
also $60,000 intended to purchase th« 
other house 
This was the beginning 
of the famous boodle prosecution of 
St. Louis that landed several promi­ 
nent politicians and business men In 
the penitentiary , sent others into ex ile, 
made the supreme court intervene in 
behalf of more and placed Joseph W. 
Folk in the governor’s chair. 
When the y oung circuit attorney be­ 
gan his fight against the boodlers he 


found all sorts of obstacles thrown in 
his way . Many of those he was prose­ 
cuting were members of the machine 
that had nominated and elected him, 
and he was naturally accused of in­ 
gratitude. 
He had against him some 
of the most sk illful lawy ers in the 
city , wUh adverse judges on the bench. 
Technicalities, motions for delay and 
all the other subterfuges k nown to the 
corporation attorney were introduced 
to block him. His life was even threat­ 
ened. 
It required courage, study and 
constant alertness to meet ail this oppo­ 
sition. 
It was *he test of fire that 
proved the stuff in the Folk mak eup. 
Here was a country attorney , little 
more than a boy in y ears, fighting mil­ 
lions of money and the all powerful 
political machine of his owu party . 
f Until recently unk nown, he was sud­ 
denly thrust into one of the most con­ 
spicuous and try ing positions in the 
country . 
It goes without say ing that 
he could have got almost any sized 
bribe for himself by dropping the 
prosecution. 
But he was to l>e moved 
neither by fear nor cupidity . 
The 
coarse 
work ers of 
machine politics 
found that there was more in this 
quiet y oung man than was apparent 
on the surface. 
He was a new ty pe, 
one that could be neither bullied nor 
britied, one not to be discouraged by 
opposition or tempted by office. 
One of Governor Folk 's most mark ed 
characteristics is that he is deeply re 
iigious. 
He is ever ready with a quo­ 
tation from the four gospels, and his 
appeal is to the higher and better in 
the hearts of his hearers. 
He Is clean 
in ills life without unebaritableness 
for others. 
He is moved by inward 
religious impulse without priggishness 
So equipi>ed with inner light anil 
outer k nowledge, y oung Folk was more 
than a match for all the talent that 
the corruptionists could hire. 
As he 
won in his case against the boodlers, 
so he wou in his candidacy for govern­ 
or. 
The corrupt machines of St. Louis 
and Kansas City counted the ballots 
against 
him, 
but the sterling 
Mis­ 
souri farm ers rallied to his support, 
overturned the bosses and trium phant­ 
ly gave him the nomination. 
It was 
no brass baud victory , but one of shut 
lips and determined hearts. 
In the 
succeeding election Folk was the only 
successful 
candidate on 
his 
tick et. 
Owing to the fearful ex posures Mis­ 
souri went Republican for the first 
time in her history . 
She could not 
stand the Ry an-Belinont reactionary 
Democracy that was temporarily In 
the saddle and gave her electoral vote 
to Theodore Roosevelt 
But at the 
same time she awarded a signal moral 
and political victory to J. W. Folk . 


Not Yet Forty. 
While not classed as an orator, Gov­ 
ernor Folk has great power with a 
jury or an audience because of his 
sincerity , his ability in finding the 
weak point of his adversary and of 
going to tlie heart of a question and 
his winning appeal to the hearts and 
souls of ids listeners. 
He is clean cut, 
courageous 
and 
alway s 
in 
earnest. 
W hether he is ever president or not 
lie Is a distiuct force for civic right­ 
eousness in this day that needs It so 
much. 
Governor Folk is not y et forty 
y ears old. 
lie is to lie reck oned with 
in the future. 
Ho is quite as fearless 
in telling of trust graft as in ex posing 
political graft. 
Through the coming 
battle of tlds i>eople against the com­ 
binations of crook s Folk will be In his 
element. 
In tills day of busy divorce courts 
and “affinity ” dementia it is refreshing 
to find so many of our public men with 
clean and wholesome home lives. That 
of Governor Folk is especially com­ 
mendable. 
He and Mrs. Folk , who 
was a Miss Gertrude Glass, were child­ 
hood play mates. 
Rlie is quite as mod­ 
est and retiring as lie, but tak es a 
k een interest in political affairs and 
counsels with him on every important 
move. 


Quick Witted. 
Despite the fact that he is a very 
earnest individual, Governor Folk has 
a quick wit and a k een appreciation of 
humor. 
He tells a good story and en­ 
joy s one at his owu ex pense. 
Here is 
one he *used to tell that still may be 
new to most readers: 
A colored man was haled Into court 
for some trivial offense. 
Wheu his 
case was reached the clerk frightened 
the prisoner almost Into spasms by 
reading in a loud voice, “The state of 
Missouri against John Jones.” 
“Guilty or not guilty T9 said the 
judge. 
Boor John Jones arose, with trem ­ 
bling limbs and bulging ey es. 
“Well, y o* honab,” he gasped, “ef de 
whole state o* MIssorah is agin dis 
one pore nlggah I’s gwine to give up 
right now.” 
Folk Is almost as much of a Chau­ 
tauqua favorite as his frleud Bry an, 
as the following story shows: 
A bootblack of an Illinois Chautau­ 
qua assembly was ask ed: 
“Who was the greatest lecturer on 
the programme this y ear?” 
“Governor Folk ,” was the reply . 
“Why do y ou think Gove/nor Folk 
the greatest lecturer?” 
“Why , sir, I made $6.25 the day he 
w^g Jiere.” 
That the Folk features are fairly 
well k nown was rather startilngiy Il­ 
lustrated some y ears ago 
A letter 
postmark ed at Randolph, N. Y., reach­ 
ed the governor at Jefferson City on 
schedule time, although the only ad­ 
dress was a pen sk etch of his face and 
the single word “Missouri.” 
Mr. Folk 
said it was not an ex act lik eness, but 
it was enough lik e him to find him 
without delay . 
The brightest hope of this country is 
found in 
the clean 
minded, 
brave 
hearted y oung men of the Roosevelt, 
Bry an, La Follette and Folk ty pes. 
They may not all be president, but 
they can all do valiant battle for com­ 
mon honesty , common decency and the 
people's rights. Strength to thair arms;
